Veteran’s Home property. No State funds will be needed to pay for the construction.

 JFO #2845 – $18,000 grant from Rivers Edge Building Development to the Vermont Dept. of 

Fish & Wildlife.

The grant was made by the 

developer in order to fulfill requirements of an Act 250 permit related to a 45-unit subdivision 

development bordering the natural area.
